Mexia, Texas, Feb. 17.—Ten persons 
were killed here early last night in 
the collapse of the old opera house 
building, which was followed by a gas 
explosion and fire that for

threatened the entire business part of 
the town. 
Numerous

were injured. 
The opera house collapsed during an 
a rt exhibition and a large num ber of 
persons were buried in the ruins. 
The 
explosion 
of gas immediately 
followed the collapse and the flames 
spread rapidly to other buildings. 
The collapse and the fire following 
caused great excitem ent and confusion, 
delaying the work of rescue and m ak­ 
ing it difficult to obtain 
nam es 
of 
those in the building. 
At 9 p. rn. four bodies taken from 
the debris had been identified as Prof. 
A. B. Reisner, superintendent of the 
city schools; Mrs. Reisner, and their 
child, and Prof. O. B. Dutton, also of 
the city schools. 
Identification of the 
other bodies had not been made. 
Three 
of 
the 
principal business 
buildings w ere destroyed by the fire.

There are a large number of articles, 
like tea, coffee and fruit, Mr. H irst 
pointed out, which are not necessaries 
of life, and cannot contribute to any 
large extent in sustaining a population 
and the endurance of a nation. 
It is 
such articles th at a scientific blockade 
permits to be imported into an enemy 
country, for the reason that when im­ 
ported from foreign 
countries 
they 
must be paid for in gold, thus creating 
a steady increase in the foreign in­ 
debtedness of the enemy country. 
But a “blockhead 
blockade” 
does 
just the reverse, in shutting out these 
articles which are not necessaries of 
life; it relieves Germany from gold 
export, and actually stimulates her do­ 
mestic production, which she can pay 
for, not in gold, but in 
fiat 
paper 
money. 
That is actually 
what 
has 
happened in Germany, he says, and it 
is one of the things which a scientific 
blockade will seek to stop. 
Mr. H irst holds that the traditional 
weapons of England are the navy and 
finance, and not a large land force. 
That was the view of Mr. Lloyd George 
last spring and later of Mr. McKenna 
and Mr. Montagu, and the view of the 
board of trade, as expressed by Mr 
Runciraan.

Paris, Feb. 17.—“Sahara is better 
known and Thibet is scarcely more 
mysterious than Albania,” says one of 
the few' authorities in la ris familiar 
with the fastnesses of Albania into 
which the newest ramifications of the 
European conflict have extended. 
“A dozen and 
a 
half 
mountain 
ranges, from 500 yards to 3,000 yards 
high, a dozen and a half valleys, with 
as many streams, twice as many ra­ 
vines and gorges and as many differ­ 
ent tribes as there 
are 
mountains, 
valleys, ravines and gorges; that is 
Albania,” he says, 
“more 
primitive4 
and more savage than the primitive 
and savage Montenegro that it resem­ 
bles only geographically. 
“The Serbians, fleeing before the 
Ottoman conqueror of the Serbian em­ 
pire, took refuge in Montenegro (the 
Black Mountain) because 
its 
rough­ 
ness made pursuit difficult 
and 
Its 
poverty made its 
conquest 
scarcely 
worth while. 
The 
same 
conditions 
have preserved Albania from outside 
influences and left it in all its promi- 
tive savagery. The Romans, Serbians 
and Turks ruled over them onl$r nom­ 
inally. They were unable, any of them, 
to either reconcile the population to 
outside government or conciliate the 
tribes bel ween themselves. 
“J'he last attempt to impose author­ 
ity upon them was during the last 
days of the Turkish domination. The 
chief of a battalion, with a thousand 
men, wTas charged with the collection 
of taxes imposed on the inhabitants; 
he returned with a hundred men, no 
money, and reported: ‘I never had an 
engagement, never 
anything 
resem­ 
bling a combat ; my men were pic ked 
off, one by one, by pot shots,’ he said. 
“All encroachments upon the native 
speech have met a like fate. 
The 
Montenegrin has a language—even a 
literature—that 
King Nicholas 
has 
perpetuated, if not immortalized, by 
his own dramatic compositions, but 
none of it has run over into Albania. 
The Albanian speaks a language that 
is never written. 
There is a little of 
everything 
in 
it; yet it resembles 
nothing else in the form of language, 
all it has borrowed from Turkish, Ital­ 
ian or Serbian having lost its original 
form. 
Every foreign word introduced 
became promptly so Albanian that its 
origin could not be suspected. 
“A vest of wool 
that 
wras 
once 
white, 
striped 
trousers, and a cape 
over a s h a v e d head identify an Alban­ 
ian, of whatever tribe. The Montene­ 
grin, more picturesque with his red 
vest and gorgeous embroidered belt 
bristling with poignards, 
has 
some 
contempt for his wild neighbor’s rela­ 
tively primitive civilization and phy­ 
sical inferiority, but he has a deal ot 
respect for his prowess. Neit her ever I 
quits his gun and both are walking 
arsenals. 
“Both are sharpshooters par excel­ 
lence, as the Serbians learned in their 
epic retreat over the rough country of 
the Malissores and the Miridites, to­ 
ward Scutari. 
There 
in 
the 
nortli 
dwell the most ferocious of Albanian 
tribes, amenable to no overtures of 
conciliation . Centuries of constant 
conflict w'ith their Turkish masters on 
one side, and their Montenegrin neigh­ 
bors on the other failed to chasten 
them, and thousands of unarmed Aus­ 
trian prisoners of wrar, as 
well 
as 
thousands of the retreating Serbian 
soldiers fell under their precise marks­ 
manship, w'hile struggling through the 
snqw-blocked defiles on the road to 
Scutari. 
For 
these Albanians were 
destined the cargo of arms and ammu­ 
nition of Austrian origin captured by 
the allies in the Adriatic. 
“Manners and customs vary little 
w’ith different tribes. Everywhere the 
real character of the people is illus­ 
trated by the relentless vendetta that 
kills of all the men, excepting idiots, 
in their prime. There are no aged in 
Albania excepting women. 
In South­ 
ern Albania, however, there is some­ 
what more gayety and comradeship; 
the tribes are more open to advance; 
it is from there Essed Pasha recruits 
the partisans who enable him to neu­ 
tralize the hostility of the the northern 
tribes to all efforts at civilization and 
development.**

Making Fences 


W hen the ground begins to thaw 
m any of us begin to think about fenc­ 
ing. Fencing is undoubtedly the most 
expensive improvement 
we 
put on 
our farms and at the sam e tim e the 
m ost important. 
If I had to decide 
between good barns and good fences 
I would take the fences, feeling th at 
I could then handle enough stock to 
m ake the money to build 
the barn. 
Every one admits that live stock and 
crop rotation are the basis of all soil 
improvement and the only hope for 
perm anent agriculture. 
N either are 
profitably possible without fences. 
King of Fence. 
Next in importance to the Question 
of fence or no fence is the kind of 
fence to build. 
Some 
m ay say th a t 
depends upon its use.. T hat is only 
partially true. 
Fences 
should be so 
well located and 
so 
well b u dt th a t 
they m ay be considered a perm anent 
improvement. If that is the case then 
they can not be built for a particular 
kind of stock, but for 
all 
kinds of 
stock common to our farm s. If possi­ 
ble every field should be so 
th at it 
will hold both hogs and horses. If we 
agree so far then the points to con­ 
sider are the first cost, cost of up­ 
keep and length of 
life. 
The one 
that combines these three points to 
advantage is the fence to build. 
Kinds of Fences. 
We may not be able to find any 
kind of fence that fills these require­ 
ments for 
all 
conditions, 
but 
one 
thing is pretty certain, there is one 
kind in use th at does not fill these 
requirements for any conditions. 
I 
refer to the hedge. Its first cest may 
have been low enough and is perm a­ 
nency will be generally acknow ledg­ 
ed, but the cost 
of 
upkeep 
is 
so 
great that practically no m an can af- ; 
ford to have a hedge if the produc- j 
tivity of his soil 
am ounts 
to any­ 
thing. The m an 
who 
buys 
a farm 
that is fenced w ith hedge and th a t is 
full of big posts m ay have a bonanza, 
but the m an that grew' them lias ta k ­ 
en a heavy loss. 
First Cost of Fences. 
The factors that en ter here are tile 
cost of erecting and the cost of m a­ 
terials. 
Cost of erecting—This varies w ith 
the distance apart the posts are plac­ 
ed and the kind 
of 
m aterial 
used. 
The governm ent has carried on ex­ 
tensive 
investigations 
throughout 
the central states and finds th at when 
posts are placed twelve feet ap art and 
and that is a good spacing, a two st ran 
bulbed w ire with set posts cost for 
labor per rod, 5.1 cents, three stran 
driven posts costs 4.7 
cents, 
sets 
posts 6.9 cents. 
N arrow woven w ire 
w ith two or more barbed w ires on top 
driven posts 6.2 cents, set posts IL I 
cents. 
Wide woven w ire w ith one 
barbed w ire on top 5.9 cents. 
W ire 
on top 4.3 cents and 9.8 
cents 
re­ 
spectively. 
Cost of m aterial—This varies with 
kind of posts and kind of wire. 
The 
governm ent investigation found that 
the average on a good practical farm 
fence was as follows: 
Lino posts, red cedar, hedge, locust 
cem ent or steel, on rod apart, 28 cents. 
Ends and braces, sam e m aterial as 
above, 40 rods apart, 12 cents. 
W oven wire, ten st runs 47 inches 
high, 40 cents. 
Stays 12 inches apart, all No. 9. 
3.5 cents. 
Barbed 
wire, 
I 
strand, 
4 inches 
above to pof woven wire, 5 cents. 
Staples, 9 cents. 
Labor cost of construction. 
Total cost per rod. $.935. 
W ire has advanced since this data 
war. collected, and this would prob- 
ablv put the cost above one dollar per 
rod now. 
Up Keep. 
This depends upon the 
length 
of 
the posts, the length of life of the 
wire and the amount of land the fence 
keeps out of cultivation and the cost 
of keeping fence rows clean. 
The following was found to be the 
average life of various kinds of posts 
in the region Investigated: 
Osage orange (hedge) 29.9 years. 


locust, 23.8, 
red cedar 
29.5, 
mul­ 


berry 17.4, walnut 11.5, w hite oak ll.!, 
concrete 48.4, steel 29.9, or just the 
sam e as hedge. 
The co^t of creosot­ 
ing is about ten cents per post. 
Loss in ground—This was found to 
be, w ith woven wire, SOL’ 
rods, 
cr 
nearly one-half mile lost an acre of 
ground. 
Barbed wire, 772 rods lost 
an acre, hedge, well 
trim m ed, 
317 
rods or m ore than an acre per q uarter 
(if not well trim m ed it could be easily 
doubled. 
Are m ost hedges well trim ­ 
m ed?) 
W orm rail, 436 rods lose an 
acre. 
Size and Life of Wire. 
No. 9, throughout average life 21.1. 
No. 7, top, 9 bottom m d No. l l or 
12 lateral stays, life 20.3 years. 
No. 9 top and bottom, No. IO lateral 
stays life, 18.9 years. 
No. 9 top and bottom, No. 12 lateral 
stays life, 17.4 years. 
No. 12 top and bottom , No 14 later­ 
al stays life, 12.7 years. 
It was generally 
recognized 
that 
heavier styles of woven wire fence, 
although costing more to begin with 
arc cheaper in the long run. 
It w as found th at the annual up­ 
keep on a good general purpose farm 
fence is as follows: 
Repairs, including cost of keeping 
fence row clean, per rod, 2.4 cents. 
Interest on investm ent at 5 ^ , 5,0 
cents. 
Depreciation estim ating life of fenco 
to be 22 years, 4.3 cents. 
Interest on land lost, valuing land 
a t $100 interest 
13.4 cents. 
Total cost of up-keep per rod per 
year, 25.1 cents. 
In other words, when we consider 
the depreciation loss on 
land 
and 
everything a rod of fence costs us, 
its original value every four years 
when land is not considered over ten 
| years. 
Conclusions. 
The conclusions I would draw from 
this series of investigations are that 
we m ust plan our farm s so that the 
last possible am ount of fencing will 
suffice. (This m ay be m aterially re­ 
duced by proper rotation and shape 
of fields.) 
Then build that fence of the hest 
available m aterial and in a form that 
uses the least amount of ground. 
According to these Investigations, 
concrete hedge and steel in the ordo! 
nam ed are the cheapest posts, and 
fences m ade of large wires through­ 
out are in the long run the cheapest 
wire. 
A good practical all purpose farm 
fence may be built with 47 inch heavy 
woven wire and w ith a barbed wire 
on top all put against hedge, cement 
or steel posts for about a dollar a 
rod, and the annual cost of upkeep 
over a period of 
twenty-two 
years 
will be about 25 cents per rod per 
year. 
Not considering the loss of the 
land, the cost is a little over ten cents 
per rod per year. 
In practice it will 
be found that the first ten years very 
little depreciation will occur, but (lur 
ing the next twelve years it is about 
a stand-off w hether the fence is re­ 
built or the old fence repaired.

Although 
Switzerland in 1913 possessed a pop­ 
ulation of only 3,831,220, the republic 
in that year had available for mili­ 
tary service a total 
of 563,366 men, 
all of whom were fitted by training 
for military service. 
Switzerland seems to have solved 
wisely the problem of obtaining for 
its *youth all the 
benefits 
of state 
training and discipline, 
freed from 
the evils of military 
caste and ag­ 
gressive militarism as they are ex­ 
emplified in the German army. Ger­ 
man efficiency and highly disciplined 
co-operation 
compel 
our 
respect, 
wonder and admiration. 
It is not a 
chance product; it has been in the 
making since 
Napoleon, 
more than 
IOO years ago, 
overreached 
himself 
when, conquered Prussia at his feet, 
he laid down 
the 
seemingly hard 
condition that 
the 
Prussian 
army 
should never exceed 75,000 men. But 
Prussian sagacity was more 
than a 
match for Napoleonic genius. It met 
the condition by training 75,000 men 
for a few' months, discharging them 
back into civilian life and railing an­ 
other 75,000 to the service for anoth­ 
er brief period of training. This sim­ 
ple process 
Prussia 
repeated again 
and again until it had 
practically a 
trained reserve 
of 
several hundred 
thousand mon. 
Its 
nominal 
army 
never exceeded the stipulated 75,000 
men, but its real army 
grew to he­ 
roic proportions. 
Military service in Switzerland is 
universal and the army is a national 
militia. 
The 
training begins in the 
schools and actual army w'ork begins 
at 20. Once in every year the men of 
20 years of age are called 
upon by 
their several cantons to meet in a 
central place in each canton and take 
a series of tests, with the object of 
ascertaining whether they are physi­ 
cally and mentally 
able 
to 
servo 
their country. The recruits are then 
sent to training camps, where they 
receive from sixty 
to 
ninety days* 
instruction, according to the branch 
of the service they are thought quali­ 
fied to enter. After this for eleven 
years, from the age of 21 to 32, the 
recruit is called out for eleven days | 
in (he year to refresh 
his training, I 
and then ho is transferred Dom the

The Hague, N etherlands, Feb. 17.— 
The “w ar baby,” about which there 
was so m uch talk in England at an 
earlier stage of the war, is not un­ 
known in Holland. 
W hile the N eth­ 
erlands are not actually at war, an 
arm y of over 300,000 men has been 
quartered in all parts of the country 
since August I, 1914. 
The official sta­ 
tistics, just Issued, consequently show 
th at there was an 
increase 
in 
the 
num ber of illegitim ate births in the 
first ten m onths of last year, although 
not a considerable one and not re­ 
corded in every province, two or three 
of the provinces even showing a de­ 
crease as compared w ith 1914. 
A nother point of interest connected 
w ith the w ar is that a sm aller num ber 
of m arriages have taken place in this 
country since the first days of the 
mobilization—particularly in the south­ 
ern provinces, which adjoin Belgium 
and have therefore seen most of the 
w a r’s ravages. 
In several other features of its vital 
statistics, Holland is no exception to 
the general modern tendency. 
There 
has been a gradual fall in the birth 
rate, an im provem ent year by year of 
the m ortality rate, and a steady in­ 
crease In the num ber of divorces. 
As 
regards the births since 1849 the high­ 
est rate met with is 37.1 per thousand. 
in 1876. After th at the figures steadily 
declined to 27.8 in 1911, but it shows 
a slight rise for 1912, 1913 and 1914, 
presumably in connection with an ab­ 
normally big infant m ortality rate in 
1911. 
The death rate at 12.30 
per thou­ 
sand inhabitants 
in 
1912 and 1913 
t 
has never been so 
low 
before, and 
notw ithstanding the 
somewhat less 
favorable figures of 1914, the average 
for the years 1911 to 1914, viz., 12- 
87, is still

The divorces per thousand m arried 
couples have risen from 0.10 in the 
decade 1840 to 1850 to 75 in 1900 to 
1910, 0.98 in 1912 and finally 1.02 in 
1914.

Americans today “as lacking in deter­ 


mination, lacking in virility, shrink­ 


ing from those responsibilities and ob­ 


ligations which must come to every 


great nation.” 
The permanent chair­ 
man said in part: 


“it is highly proper and commend­ 


able that the republicans of the great­ 


est state in the Union should, with 


emphasis and sincerity, express them­ 


selves with respect to the situation 
which confronts the country. 
The conduct of the government and 
the sentiment of the people as exer­ 
cise I and expressed during the next 
four years may very well determine 
the destiny of the republic for a cen­ 
tury to come. 
The American people 
have an intense desire that their chil­ 
dren 
and 
their 
children’s children 
shall thrive and prosper and that the 
purpose of the nation, declared by its 
founders and maintained for nearly 
140 
years, 
shall 
live 
undisturbed 
amongst the generations to come. 
“Never since the civil war have w'e 
been in such dire need of far-seeing 
wisdom and strength at Washington. 
It is not surprising, 
therefore, 
that 
men and women all over this broad 
land are thinking, and thinking very 
deeply, about their country and its 
future. 
It will not do for any great 
political party to approach the dis­ 
cussion that is coming in a haphazard 
or trifling manner.” 
Senator Wadsworth asked the citi­ 
zens of the country “to judge of the 
soundness and competency of our op­ 
ponents who today are halting and 
hesitating, impelled by 
no 
common 
purpose, trifling with 
little 
things, 
working for picayune advantage, com­ 
prehending nothing that is great and 
vital, helplessly adrift in a ship which 
bears the destinies of America.” 
He 
declared that the 
treasury’s 
reserve 
fund, “in spite of trickery and mislead­ 
ing bookkeeping methods, is conceded 
to be in a precarious condition,” and 
declared that the democrats had no 
program for “replenishing” the treas­ 
ury. 
Tile speaker touched briefly upon 
military defense, declaring that w’hile 
the democrats 
are 
“attempting 
to 
reach some conclusion on this great 
question, their leader is displaying 
his agitation, his uncertainty, blowing 
hot and cold.” 
“The men in power at Washington 
today who are responsible for what 
has taken place, and what bids fair 
to take place, seem unwilling or un­ 
able to look ahead,” he said. 
“They 
seem utterly lacking in vision and in 
comprehension.” 
Turning to the Philippines, Senator 
Wadsworth asserted 
that 
no 
one 
familiar with the history and habit 
of thought of the people of the islands 
would “dare to assert that they can 
survive as a separate nationality to­ 
day.” 
“To leave them now' to their owrn 
devices,” he declared, '‘amounts to a 
sacrifice of everything w'e have done 
thore and must result not only in their 
destruction as a potential nation, but 
also in bringing down upon our heads 
the derision and contempt 
of 
the 
world.” 
The democratic policy to­ 
wards the Philippines, the speaker de­ 
scribed as “heartless 
and 
cynical.** 
The spirit of the American people is 
not in accord with such a cruel and 
cowardly procedure,” he said. 
Still 
discussing the Philippines, 
he 
de­ 
clared : 
“When one considers the reputation 
of the United States amongst the na­ 
tions of the world, one is the more 
dismayed at what the government is 
contemplating at this time. 
It is not 
a pleasant 
thing to admit, 
but 
it 
should be admitted 
and 
thoroughly 
understood, that America 
does 
not 
enjoy in the foreign mind that degree 
of respect and admiration to which 
she is entitled. 
“Rightly or wrongly, other people 
regard us today as lacking 
in 
de­ 
termination, lacking in virility, shrink­ 
ing from those 
responsibilities 
and 
obligaticns which must come to every 
great, nation.” 
Discussing 
economic 
conditions, 
Senator Wadsworth charged that the 
supporters of the recent administra­ 
tion w'ere “attempting to delude the 
people into a belief 
that 
whatever 
prosperity w'e are enjoving todav 
due to the wisdom of their enactment 
affecting the industries of the coun­ 
try.” 
In this respect 
the 
people 
w'ere not “deceived,’' 
he 
declared, 
they “realized that many of our in­ 
dustries are abnormally end artificial­ 
ly stimuated.” 
TTe 
cited 
statistics 
w'hich he said showed -hat the ex­ 
ports of staple articles from the I nit- 
ed States since the war besan had in­ 
creased an average of 527 per cent. 
“This is the source of what pros­ 
perity we have today," he continued. 
It is not a psychological condition: 
it is not a state of mind; 
It is not 
the Underwood tariff law , it is not a 
the present ad-

ling. I think I am within the facts in 
stating that, up to the present, we 
have contracted or promised to our 
allies at least ten times as much in 
the course of a w'ar o feighteen months 
of dual identity, who from his one as we contributed in the twenty-one

ties of his other self. 
Candidly, the 
experience was most novel.”

and of dismemberment.

goes on much longer I do not see 
how' the German empire will be able 
to pay interest on its wrar debt. For 
the interest on debt, and

pensions after the w'ar, are likely to 
be as great or greater than the w hole 
imperial revenue before the war.” 
Mr. Hirst was asked what w'as to
